SECRETARY WALLACE CALLS 


FOR ONLY 75 PER CENT 


1928-32 AVERAGE

Expressing some misgivings con- 
cerning the cotton supply situa- 
tion a year hence, Secretary Wal- 
lace Wednesday called on cotton 
planters to hold their 1.935 acre- 
age to 75 per cent of the 1928- 
32 average.

year. Wallace made it plain that 
a larger reduction .would have 
been asked hnd It been possible 
in view of the prospective ex- 
cessive world supply of American 
cotton.

A broad hint that the admin- 


istration would welcome continu- 
ance of . the 
Bankhead compul- 


sory control act in 1035 partially 
to alleviate this supply situation 
also was apparent in the

nouncement. 


"It would not be unreasonable 


to expect a crop somewhat above 
12,000,000 bales" from the acre- 
age remaining 
after 
a 25 per 


cent cut. Is made, 
an

statement declared. 


Would Reach 13,000,000 Bales 
"It Is estimated that with a 25 


per cent reduction, but without 
the Bankhead cotton control act 
in effect for 1935, total produc- 
tion would be greater and prob- 
ably would -result in a crop of 
slightly above; 13,000,000 
bales," 


the statement added. 


That, with the estimated carry- 


over on August 1, 1935, would 
result in a world supply of be- 
tween 21,000,000 
and

Wallace said that "if the re-

CUT AND LARGER PARITY PAY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28—tfj— 


The AAA is ready to call on cot- 
ton planters to hold their 1935 
acreage down to 75 per cent of 
the 1928-32 average. 


Tfils 25 per cent cut. which Sec- 
retary Wallace planned to an- 
nounce between 3 and 4 p. m.. 
Eastern Standard time today, is 
smaller than the iO per cent re- 
duction promulgated for this year, 
but it is the maximum slash the 
AAA can make under 
existing 


contracts. 


At the same time, the officials 
prepared to announce an. Increase 
in "parity" payments, which go 
directly to the actual producers of 
cotton, and a decrease in rental 
payments, which are divided be- 
tween landlords and tenants. 


This probably means 1 1-2 cents 
per pound will be taken off rent- 
als and added to parity-payments.

WINSTON CHURCHILL CITES 
FACT THAT GERMANY IS 


RAPIDLY RE-ARMING 


LONDON, Nov. 28.—W 


—The House of Commons 
was assured today, during 
a debate on Imperial de- 
fense, that in the event of 
an emergency Great Britain 
will ,not be caught unpre- 
pared. 


This assurance was given by 
inley Baldwin, Lord President 


'• the'Council, in reply to early 


statements by Winston Churchill, 
Conservative party leader, that 
Germany was re-arming so rapidly 
that' by 1B36 she would have an 
air force superior to that of Great 
Britain. 
Churchill said that the 
great 


new fact rlvitlng the attention of 
every country in 
Europe 
was 
that ."Germany Is re-arming". 


He described Germany as hav- 
ing a powerful and well-equipped 
army, excellent- artillery, and an 
armed and trained 
reserve 
of 
men.. He said German munition 
factories were- working practically 
under war conditions. 


"Germany is re-arming on land 


and she is re-arming also at sea," 
declared Churchill, 'but what con- 
cerns us most of all Is the re- 
•.rmament of Germany in the air." 


A week or ten days of intensive 


air bombardment of London would 
Vtll or maim thousands of people 
in a short time and drive millions 
Into the country, he said. 
Stressing the need of strength- 


ening the ' air force particularly 
Mr. Churchill said that almost ev- 
ery part of the United Kingdom 
was within range of air attacks 
from the continent 
Must Face Peril. 
"It Is useless to move arsenals' 


«nd factories to the west coast, 
he said. "We must face the peril 
where we stand." 


Pending some radical new- dis- 


covery, he declared; the only prac- 
tical measure of defense was the 
ability to Inflict as much damage 
to the enemy as he could Inflict 
on Britain. 
He advocated the' maintenance, 


regardless of cost, for the • next 
ten'years of an air '.force sub- 
stantially stronger than that of 
Germany. 
"The 
Germans 
are... mostly 


friendly," he added. "There is no 
reason to think they will attack 
us. But under the Nazi regime 
the decision of only a handful of 
men is required to launch an at- 
tack without notice." 
Germany Is illegally building an 


air force, in contravention of the 
treaty of Versailles, he charged. 
At the end of 1936 the ^German 
air force would be nearly- 80 per 
cent stronger than - Britain's and 
in 1937, he asserted, it would be 
double the strength, of the Brit- 
ish.

Six of the 
Duke of Kent's servants sat In 
special seats. 


While the service was proceed- 


ing the great crowds outside were

Three gorgeous processions ex- 


emplifying the pomp of royalty 
took the wedding party to the 
abbey for the services.

The king in uniform and the 


queen in fur coat and striking 
blue dress drove from Bucking- 
ham palace In the first of "these. 
They lode In the state coach ac- 
companied by a detachment 
of

cavalry, 
brilliant in 
scarlet uniform. 


Marina and her father, Prince 


Nicholas, rode in the second pro- 
cession and the third was made 
up by the Duke of Kent and his 
brother, the Prince of Wales. The 
duke wore a naval uniform, while 
Marina wore an 
ermine cloak 


over her silver wedding gown. 


As the thousands in the packed 


stands watched, Marina, on the 
arm of her father, Prince Nich- 
olas of Greece, entered the west 
door of the abbey, where the 
eight bridesmaids awaited her. 


The two younger bridesmaids, 
Princess Elizabeth 8, and Lady 
Mary Cambridge, 10, were dressed

attendants.

Anthems Close Ceremony. 


The national anthem and the 


playing of the anthem, "Alleluia! 
Alleluia!" specialy composed for 
he occasion, competed the cere- 
nony save for the formal sign- 
ng of the registers. 


The bride and bridegroom and 


their attendants moved off to the 
chapel of St. Edward in the con- 
'essor for this ceremony as the 
ast notes of the special anthem 
died away. 


Twr registers were signed by 


the bridal couple and their offi- 
cial witnesses. One was the reg- 
ster of the Abbey, the other the 
rovernment document in 
which 


the marriages of all royalty

recorded. 


As the bells of the abbey began 


to peal the wedding party formed

Greek Church Ceremony.

the Greek church In England, of- 
ficiated at the second ceremony, 
performed in a setting • of regal 
splendor in the private chapel of 
the London home of the King and 
queen, shortly after noon. 


The scent of incense filled the 


chapel as the guests, including the

old ceremony. 


The archbishop, who had at- 


tended the abbey ceremony, wore

The duke and the bride, en- 


tered the richly decorated chapel 
bearing lighted tapers and were es- 
corted to a table in the middle 
of the room where the archbish- 
op awaited them. 


Rings Arc Blessed. 
The archbishop, a picturesque 


figure with a white heard, in the 
ceremony of blessing the rings 
first took them and handed one 
first to the bridegroom, saying: 


'The servant of God, the Duke 


of Kent, is bethrothed to the ser- 
vant of God, Princess Marina, in 
the name of God, the father and 
of the holy ghost, amen." 


With the ring he

the 


sign of the cross over the head 
of the bridegroom, and then, with 
the second ring, went through 
the same ritual over the head of 
the bride.

and interchanged both the rings 
and the crowns three times. This 
was accompanied by a benedic- 
ion. 
Next followed the ceremony of

t, then passed it first to the 
bridegroom and then to the bride, 
who in turn drank of it. 


The archbishop spoke

words of advice concerning their 
marriage,

blessing and ended with a special 
>rayer. 


This was the first time the 
reek church ceremony has been

for any member of 


he royal household upon Eng- 
ish soil. 
Immediately 
afterwards

wedding party proceeded to the 
state dining room
